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The flainis rclaicd to the inveiitidus of clahns 1-26 and 28 are ambiguous in the description 
of "prodrug" in claims 1-26 and 2S. 

Claims I -26 and 28 relate t( i a conipouiid represented by ibmiula ( I ) or formula f T ) or a 
phamiaceutical agent thai contains this compound as an active ingredient, but only an extremely 
small part of the claimed compounds are disclosed in the sense of PCT Anicle 5. 

C'onsequently, claims 1-26 and 2X are not adequately supported by the description \i\ the 
sense of PCT Article 6. 
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(Claims 1.2, 9. 14. 25. 26. and 28) 

The invt-'iuions descrihcd in claims L, 2, 9. 14. 15. 25, 26. and 2S arc not described in the 
documents cited in the ISR nor are they easily conceived of by any of the descriptions of any of these 
documents. 

Consequently, the inventions described in claims I, 2. 9. 14, 15, 25. 26. and 28 appear to possess 
novelty and involve an inventive step. 

(Claims3-8. 10-13, and 16-24) 

( 1 ) Document 1 describes compi mnds of the general formula (I) and therapeutic agents thereof. 
Thus, the inventions in claims 3, 5, and 2 1-24 does not appear to possess novelty or involve an 
inventive step ba.sed on documents I. 

(2) Documents 2 and 3 describe biphenyl piperidine derivatives and therapeutic agents thereof. 
Thus, the inventions in claims 3-5 and 2 1-24 do not appear to possess novelty or involve an 

inventive step based on documents 2 and 3. 

( 3 ) Document 4 describes compounds represented by (11) and therapeutic agents thereof, and 
(.locunieiU 5 describes compounds represented by ( !) and therapeutic agents there(.')f. 

■fhus, the inventions in claims 3-5, 10, II. and 17-24 does not appear to possess novelty or 
involve an inventive step based on documents 4 and 5. 

Docunicius 4 and 5 do not describe that 2 cyclohexane ring substituents are in the trans 
position, but selecting trans coiiipounds wherein only one isomer is pre.seiit from a ci.s-trans mixture 
could he easily conceived of by a person skilled in the art. 

Thus, the inventions in claims 12 and 13 does not appear to possess iiovelty or involve an 
inventive step based on diKuments 4 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on dt)cuments 
4 and 5 .

I'hus. the inventions in claims 3, 5, and 22-24 does not appear to possess novelty or involve an 
inventive step based on documents 12-15.
